2nd Soviet craft back on earth 
Speaker McCormack 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union 
brought the second of three spaceships 
back from earth orbit today. The three 
men of Soyuz 7 made an easy, pinpoint 
landing amid a group of scientists, sports 
commissioners, friends and journalists. 
The craft, launched Sunday, was the 
second to return from space in two days 
and left only Soyuz 8 with its two-man 
crew still in orbit. Soyuz 6 and its two 
cosmonauts made a soft landing in the 
same recovery area on Thursdav. 


The official Tass announcement said 
today’s touchdown came at 12:26 p.m. 
Moscow time (5:26 a.m. EDT) about 193 
miles northwest of Karaganda. The crew­ 
men “ felt excellent,” Tass said, and 
had endured their flight in good con­ 
dition. 


“ At the landing site, the cosmonauts 
were given a warm welcome by members 
of the search group, sports commission­ 
ers, friends and journalists,’’Tasssaid. 


Their mission was designed to pave the 
way for a manned orbital station. 
The agency said the crew fired retro- 
rockets at a planned time, the descent 
and “ soft landing engines ensured a 
smooth landing.” 
In a rare view of spaceflight control 
in Baikonur, Soviet television showed a 
row of military controllers breaking into 
applause, shouting and waving as the suc­ 
cessful return announcement was made. 
The spacecraft came down close to its 


present target, and helicopters spotted 
its huge parachute canopy as it drifted 
down on a barren plain flecked with 
early winter snow. By the time the 
heat-seared capsule was lowered the 
last few feet, greeters were already there 
awaiting the crewmen. 


Tass said the crew carried out “ an 
extensive program of scientific-technol­ 
ogical and medico-biological investiga­ 
tions.”

President appoints Burns 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— President Nixon 
announced today the 
appointment of 
Arthur F. Burns to the Federal Reserve 
Board to succeed William 
McChesney 
Martin when Martin's term expires next 
January. 
In a statement made public by the White 
House, Nixon praised the 62-year-old 
Martin's 18-year tenure as head of the 
Fed, saying “ it is difficult to think of any 
economic policy-maker in this country, 
since the time of Alexander Hamilton, 
whose influence has been as consider­ 
able as Chairman Martin’s over such an 
extended period of time.” 
In Burns, Nixon said, the powerful 
Fed will have “ a strong and effective” 
new leader in the campaign for "a 
stable and prosperous economy.” 
Martin's full, 14-year term on the 
Board runs out next Jan. 31 and he is 
not eligible for reappointment. He pre­ 
viously served out the final three years 
of an unexpired term. 
Nixon said he was announcing Burns’ 
selection now in the interest of a smooth 
transition. 
Martin, 62, has headed the powerful 
Fed since 1951, Burns, 65, is a former 


chairman of the White House Council 
of Economic Advisers during the Eisen­ 
hower Administration and since January 
has been a special economic counselor 
to Nixon. 
Burns told newsmen at Hot Springs, 
Va., where he was attending a meeting 
of high-level businessmen, that he was 
delighted at the appointment, acknowled­ 
ged Nixon gave him the word “ some 
time ago” that he would be named to 
succeed Martin. 
But Burns said, “ I'm not going to dis­ 
cuss what I’ll do until I'm on the job and 
am actively in the process of doing it.” 
Burns is a long-time friend of Nixon's 
ana has played a key role so far in 
Nixon Administration economic policies. 
When he named Burns to a special 
counselor, Nixon described his role in 
the Administration as “ that of a gener­ 
alist, dealing with a broad province of 
legislative and executive actions.” 
The White House said Nixon shortly 
would nominate Burns to the Fed's 
board of governors for a 14-year term. 
After senate confirmation, the Presi­ 
dent would designate Burns as board 
chairman, the White House said. 


The governor aims to scrap 700 more 
state positions by January, when he is ex­ 
pected to announce his intention to seek a 
second four year term. 
“ I think what angered state employes 
about the pay raise was that they didn’t 
mind getting their noses rubbed into it, 
but when there’s a surplus we can’t ac­ 
cept it,” said Robert L. Spiegel, CSEA 
past president. 


The late President Dwieght D. Eisen­ 
hower named him to a full 14-year term 
and again designated him as chairman, 
one of the most influential Washington 
posts in terms of economics, fiscal and 
monetary matters. 


Martin in recent years has been a 
leader in the imposition of tighter money 
controls as a hedge against both defla­ 
tion, during the 1958 recession, and 
more recently months to combat infla­ 
tion. 


Although Martin’s term has more than 
three months to go, Nixon said he was an­ 
nouncing the Burns nomination now pri- 
marlly to make possible a smooth, order­ 
ly 
transition in the highly important 
chairmanship.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A simmering 
revolt by state employes threatens to 
erupt next year and create embarrass­ 
ment for Gov. Ronald Reagan during his 
expected re-election campaign. 
Many of California’s 160,000 civil 
servants say they are angry at the gov­ 
ernor for denying them higher wages and 
more generous retirement and health 
benefits. 
Robert L. Carlson, president of the 11,- 
000-member California State Employes 
Association 
says the organization is 
“ disappointed” in Reagan’s lack of lead­ 
ership for greater employe benefits. 
“ I would say that fewer employes 
will vote for him next time because of 
this dissatisfaction.” Carlson said dur­ 
ing an interview. 
At its annual convention earlier this 
week the CSEA voted to drop its “ no 
strike” pledge. A majority of the 188 
local chapters must ratify the action be­ 
fore the clause is eliminated. 
Carlson said he doubted the organiza­ 
tion would strike but simply wanted to 
show it meant business when requesting 
greater benefits. 
Yolanda Fisher, a member of the CSEA 
Board of Directors, estimated that 80 
per cent of the state workers voted 
for Reagan in 1966. But she echoed Carl­ 
son in saying the governor’s cutbacks 
have had a depressing effect on state 
employes. 


“ The morale is so bad because they 
have absolutely nothing,” Mrs. Fisher, a 
laboratory technician at Stockton State 
Hospital told a newsman. “ It’s a shame 
he continues to deny them everything.” 
“ He’s using us,” added Mrs. Fisher, 
a state employe more than 19 years 
Asked to explain the charge, she re­ 
plied: 
“ He said he would bring economy to 
government. He told taxpayers he can 
do it. He wants to prove his point and 
state employes are taking the full brunt 
of it.” 
But Kenneth Hall, Reagan’s chief liai­ 
son man with state employes, dismissed 
any serious threat of revolt next year by 
workers. 
Hall, assistant secretary of agricul­ 
ture and services, said state employes 
were not a “ monolithic” group that 
could agree to take any action on a near- 
unanimous basis. 
“ I just don’t think employes are that 
united to be that kind of a marching 
force,” he said, 
“ We’re always going to have conflict 
between an administration and its em­ 
ployes.” 
Hall said the Reagan administration 
has been responsive to employe re­ 
quests and added: 
“ The governor has responsibility to a 
constitutency broader than just state 
employes ” 


State employes over the past 10 years 
have averaged at least a 5 per cent gen­ 
eral salary increase annually except in 
1961 and 1963, when former Gov. Ed- 
mundG Brown said there was not enough 
money in the budget. They also average 
11 paid holidays a year. 
B ill Denny, a CSEA regional direc- 
tor from Bishop, however, said employe 
sentiment in his area indicates support 
for Reagan is slipping. 
“ People feel we’re trying to maintain a 
good system but we’re not getting paid to 
do so, ’ said Denny, an engineer with the 
Division of Highways. 
“ I think employes two-to-one feel this 
way,” he said. “ It was just the opposite 
in the last election.” 
A growing militancy in the ranks of 
state employes is especially reflected by 
state college professors, who seem to be 
leaning toward organized labor to assist 
them in gaining their demands. 
The CSEA has sought collective bar- 
gaining procedures with the stale, but the 
legislature 
has 
consistently defeated 
measures to set them up. 
And, Reagan has vowed to reduce the 
number of state jobs while refusing this 
year to allow the full pay raise appro­ 
priated for civil servants by the legis­ 
lature.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — House Speak­ 
er John W. McCormack said today that 
he has suspended without pay a top legis­ 
lative assistant accused of intervening 
on behalf of a company allegedly engag­ 
ed in stock market irregularities. 
The aide is Martin Sweig, a McCor­ 
mack employe for more than 24 years, 
whose name was mentioned in a com­ 
plaint filed in federal court in New York 
Thursday against the controversy-beset 
Parvin Dohrmann Co. 
The complaint said Sweig arranged a 
meeting for company officials last May 
at the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. which had suspended trading in 
Parvin Dorhmann stock pending an in­ 
vestigation. 
Parvin 
Dohrmann operates a hotel 
supply business and three hotel-casinos 
in Las Vegas, Nev. 
Parvin Dohrmann investors were ac­ 
cused in the court complaint of filing 
galse and misleading reports with the 
government in order to gain control of 
the firm, then manipulating the market 
price of the stock. 
McCormack, 
in a statement, said 
Sweig acted in the matter “ without my 
knowledge or permission and I was not 
made aware of the facts until today." 
“ Martin Sweig 
admits an error of 
judgment but denies any improper con­ 
duct as a member of my staff." McCor­ 
mack said. “ He has worked for me for 


over 24 years. He has never given me 
reason to doubt his loyalty or integrity. 
‘I will be shocked if the trust and re­ 
sponsibility I have placed in him have 
been abused. He assures me it has not. 
I have placed Dr. Martin Sweig on 
leave of absence without pay until all 
questions concerning this matter have 
been resolved.” 
Sweig holds an academic doctorate. 
McCormack’s 
statement 
indicated 
that Sweig accompanied Boloshen and 
Delbert Coleman, the Parvin Dohrmann 
board chairman, to the meeting with the 
SEC. 
The compalint said that Sweig arrang­ 
ed the meeting with SEC officials at 
the request of Nathan Boloshen, a law­ 
yer and longtime friend of McCormack, 
who had been retained by Parvin Dohr­ 
mann to seek revocation of the stock 
sales suspension. 
TTie SEC suspension was lifted a few 
days after the meeting. 


Parvin Dohrmann drew attention ear­ 
lier this year when it was disclosed 
that Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas had served for many years as 
president and sole paid officer, at $12.- 
000 a year, of the Albert Parvin Foum 
dation. Tax returns indicate that the 
foundation’s 
largest income has been 
from its stockholdings in Parvin Dohr­ 
mann. 
South Korea president 
near landslide win 


SEOUL, Korea (UPI) — Early unoffi­ 
cial returns Indicated today President 
Park Chung-Hee was heading for a land­ 
slide victory in his referendum to amend 
the constitution so he can run for an un­ 
precedented third term. 
Park, 52, who came to power in a 1960 
coup, had promised to resign if the vot­ 
ers rejected the amendment. Despite 
wide-spread student rioting against the 
third term he took the issue to the vot­ 
ers who were giving his pro-American 
administration a thunderous mandate 
With 763-263 votes counted as of mid­ 
night, 580,742 or 61.15 per cent of the 
votes favored the third term and 282,- 
521 votes or roughly 38 per cent opposed 
it. 
It was still too early to declare Park 
definitely the winner since 10.8 million 
voters - 72.24 per cent of the 15 mil­ 
lion eligible — cast ballots. Park was 
one of the early voters. 
He has left his campaigning to mem­ 
bers of his ruling Democratic Republican 
party. They say his continued leadership 
is necessary to maintain political and 
economic stability and to cope with the 
threat of continued aggression from Com­ 
munist North Korea. 
Voting at a polling station near his of­ 
ficial residence two hours after the polls 
opened at 7 a.m. Park appeared confi­ 
dent of victory but declined to make any 
comment on the referendum. 
If voters make a mark under a circle 


on the ballot, it means they are in fav­ 
or of the amendment. If they place a 
mark under an X, it means they are op­ 
posed. 
Those opposed to Park say the voting 
procedure give the government a psycho, 
logical advantage “ Every school child 
knows a circle on an examination paper 
means the answer is correct and an x 
means it is wrong,” one said. 
The opposition, led by the New Demo­ 
cratic party says threats that the govern­ 
ment would lapse into economic chaos 
if Park is not President is a form of 
political blackmail 
Students, who have been the most out- 
spoken among those against the amend­ 
ment, have been effectively contained by 
school authorities who have closed un­ 
ruly campuses — some say under govern­ 
ment pressure. 
Student 
demonstrations against pas­ 
sage of the amendment have 
erupted 
into violent clashes between police and 
protesters in recent months. The dem­ 
onstrations were similar to the ones 
that led to the ouster of President 
Syngman Rhee in 1960.

U. S. estimates 
helicopter lasses 
at $6 billion 


SAIGON 
(UPI>-The 
U.S. 
military command said today it 
has lost 5,993 helicopters and 
airplanes in the Vietnam war— 
their total value conservatively 
estimated at $6 billion. 
An announcement from head­ 
quarters said 28 of the aircraft 
were lost in the past nine days 
despite a lull in fighting which 
dropped U.S. combat deaths to 
their lowest point in nearly 
three years. 


The lull reached well into its 
fifth week this morning, with 
military spokesmen reporting 
39 
guerrillas slain 
in five 
Saigon-area clashes. No Ameri­ 
can casualties were reported. 


Commanders in the northern 
war zone said three Americans 
were killed and 17 wounded in 
25 scattered overnight clashes 
there, killing a total of 23 Viet- 
Cong and North Vietnamese. 
The Communists carried out 
21 mortar and rocket attacks 
against Allied targets during 
the night, causing light damage 
or casualties but no American 
fatalities, military spokesmen 
said. 


In reporting the U S. aircraft 
losses 
since Jan. 
1, 1961, 
headquarters said there was no 
record of the total of men killed 
in crashes or downings. Many 
of the fixed-wing planes went 
down over North Vietnam 


The aircraft losses include 
2,881 fixed-wing planes such as 
fighter-bombers and cargo car­ 
riers and 3,112 helicopters, the 
command said. The average 
cost is about $1 million apiece, 
U S. sources said.

tors, “Go down to the Loop and 
bust it up-tie up traffic and so 
forth. If the police battle us, 
just riot.” 
Under cross-examination, Ok­ 
lepek said he heard leaders of 
the mobilization committee say 
repeatedly they wished to avoid 
violence but that they expected 
violence from Chicago police. 
Oklepek quoted Hayden as 
saying on Aug. 24, 1968, the day 
before the convention opened: 
“ Let’s not mess around with 
this. Let’s go and get them. 
What we need is an army and 
guns.” 
Kunstler predicted convic­ 
tions of his clients after three 
black people were asked to 
leave the spectators section, 
and objected to the fact that six 
marshals were standing guard 
over the trial.

may be a 
busload of school children. 
“ We are going to have to

(astrology),” Lee said. “ I am 
admittedly apprehensive about 


another murder occurring in 
the near future.” 
The 
killings 
began 
last 
December 
when a teen-age 
couple was slain in a lovers 
lane near Vallejo, about 30 
miles 
northwest 
of 
here. 
Another 
girl was slain 
in 
Vallejo in July, when “ Zodiac” 
began sending coded letters to 
newspapers and police depart­ 
ments in the Bay Area. 


Translations of his earlier 
letters indicated he felt killing 
people is “ more fun than killing 
animals.” 
Later notes were 
written in ungrammatical En­ 
glish and began: “ This is the 


Zodiac Speaking.” 
The fourth slaying occurred 
Sept. 27 near Lake Berryessa, 
where a 
college coed was 
stabbed 
to 
death 
and her 
boyfriend was seriously injured 
The attacker wrote the dates of 
the Vallejo killings on her car 
door. 
The fifth victim was Paul 
Stine, 29, a cab driver killed 
and robbed in San Francisco 
last Saturday night. A taunting 
note and a bloodstained piece of 
Stine’s shirt was mailed to a 
San Francisco newspaper later 
in the week. 
“ Zodiac” concluded his note 
with a chilling threat. 


“School children make nice 
targets,” he wrote. “ I think I 
shall wipe out a school bus 
some morning. Just shoot out 
the front tire and then pick off 
the 
kiddies 
as they come 
bouncing out.” 
Captain Lee noted the shor­ 
tening time span between the 
killings—seven months between

Knit Knacks 


Dear Judy: I have a set of 
knitting instructions which 
call for either bias binding 
or a crocheted edge as fin­ 
ishing. I would prefer bias 
binding, but the instructions 
do not explain it. Can you 
help?—M. T. 


Dear M. T.: To start your 
bias binding, first cast on 
two stitches. Work in stocki­ 
nette stitch, increasing one 
stitch at the beginning of ev­ 
ery knit row until the num­ 
ber of stitches measures 116 
inches. This is an example; 
you may knit a wider or 
slightly narrower binding. 


Next, increase one stitch 
at the beginning and de­ 
crease one stitch at the end 
of every knit row. On the re­ 
turn row, purl all stitches. 
R e p e a t 
for 
the 
desired 
length. 
(Remember, 
how­ 
ever, that bias binding will 
stretch a good deal more 
than a straight edge. ) 


Decrease one stitch at the 
end of every knit row until 
g 
two stitches remain. Bind off 
* 
and steam press. 


Finally, attach the binding 
to the edge of your work in 
the same way bias binding is 
applied in sewing. — Judy 
Love.

Mass mail appeal 


Now that hundreds of thousands of Americans have 
manifested their concern over the continued bloodletting 
in Vietnam, presumably telling President Nixon something 
he did not already know, and agree with, one wonders if 
there might be enough energy left for another universal 
expression of concern having to do with another aspect of 
man’s inhumanity to man arising from this war. 
There is little likelihood of demonstrations on this issue, 
however, since it implies that the tiniest bit of a fault may 
rest with North Vietnam. Still, it may be worth considering. 
Latest figures from the Defense Department state that 
413 American officers and enlisted men are known to be 
prisoners of war in North Vietnam. Another 918 are listed 
as missing and are believed captured. Most of them are 
pilots who were shot down over North Vietnam. 
Since the beginning of the war. the American lied Cross 
has sought, through the world Red Cross organization and 
through diplomatic and other channels, to assist these 
prisoners. 
The government of North Vietnam, though a signatory 
to the 1949 Geneva Conventions covering the treatment of 
prisoners of war, has consistently refused to permit dele­ 
gates of the International Committee of the Red Cross to 
visit prisoner camps in North Vietnam. It has even refused 
to provide the committee with the names of American 
prisoners or to permit the regular exchange of mail be­ 
tween them and their families. 
In case anyone is wondering, the government of South 
Vietnam, which has charge of all prisoners taken by both 
its forces and by U.S. forces, has been fully co-operative 
with International Committee officials. 
At the quadrennial International Conference of the Red 
Cross in Istanbul, Turkey, last month, a resolution was 
adopted unanimously by the representatives of 77 govern-

rnents and 91 national Red Cross societies urging North 
Vietnam to observe the conventions it has signed. The 
American Red Cross has followed up this action by cabling 
Red Cross societies in all parts of the world asking that 
they appeal to the Red Cross Society of North Vietnam 
and that they urge their governments to make similar 
appeals to the North Vietnamese government. 
The Red Cross further suggests that since Hanoi keeps a 
close weather eye on American public opinion, if enough 
Americans were to invest 25 cents in an air mail letter 
to Hanoi, this direct appeal might also go far toward per­ 
suading the North Vietnamese to bring their treatment 
of prisoners of war up to the level of decency which even 
the Nazis observed in World W ar II. 
The address is: 
The Office of the President 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
Hanoi, North Vietnam 
All this may be offensive to admirers of Ho Chi Minh, 
who may argue that the United States government is ulti­ 
mately responsible because it sent these men to Vietnam 
in the first place. Yet Sen. J. W illiam Fulbright, whose 
credentials as an opponent of American involvement in 
Vietnam have been impeccable ever since the involvement 
he once espoused began running into trouble, has voiced 
support of the Istanbul resolution on the floor of Congress 
as a simple matter of humanitarianism having nothing to 
do with the nature of the conflict. 
Even if the United States were to sign a peace with North 
Vietnam tomorrow, or were to withdraw from Vietnam 
immediately and unilaterally, the machinery of repatria­ 
tion would take time. Pending that day, it would mean a 
great deal to the families of American prisoners of war 
if thev could at least learn that their loved ones are alive.

It will even be possible to pro­ 
duce the exact kind of dream desired. 
In addition, 
human hibernation on 
the order of days, weeks or even months 
will be prescribed for medical purposes. 


We’re glad that it will only be limited 
for medical purposes. We would hate 
to have our reporters go into human 
hibernation for any other purpose. Come 
to think of it, sometimes we believe they 
have already bootlegged 
the prescrip­ 
tion. 
None of this is tongue 
in cheek nor 
idle dreaming, so to speak. 
Research

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Smog battle 


There’s just one thing to do with a 
kid who won’t practice cm his drums— 
cherish him. 


LOS ANGELES - It is the season of 
heavy smog, and eyes that smart so 
that, driving into the smog belt, you stop 
and wait until you can see again. A 
gray-brown pall hangs over this vast 
caricature of a city so that it looks 
more than ever like a surrealist, 1984 
set waiting for big brother’s coming. 
The fact is that Ca'Uuirnu, more than 
any other state, has 
steadily 
moved 
to 
tighten 
restrictions 
on the motorcar and 
other sources of pol­ 
lution. The laws ron- 
vering auto exhaust 
emission are turned 
up a notch or two 
a 
almost every year. 
In Los Angeles home 
trash fires and indus­ 
try smokestacks un­ 
der close regulation contribute little to 
the smog pall. 
Partly because of the accident of geo­ 
graphy — the city’s bowl-like setting in­ 
vites atmospheric inversion — but large­ 
ly because more and more people go 
more and more places in their own cars, 
smog is the permanent environment. Dis­ 
sipated on days of strong wind, the rare 
clarity accentuates the normal smog- 
bound condition. 
Louis Fuller, director of Los Angeles 
County’s Air Pollution Control District, 
says the smog density has decreased in 
recent years. The worst period beginning 
in September has seen only four alerts 
as against a possible 15 some years 
ago before the remedial measures were 
taken. And there have been no red alerts, 
so immediate a threat to the health of 
those with emphysema and other lung 
diseases that the controllers have the 
power to close (town industry and take 
other drastic steps. 
Fuller has no illusions, however, about 
further abatement of the smog menace. 
Only complete enforcement of the laws 
governing motor exhaust emission could 
bring that about. Such strict enforce­ 
ment is inconceivable in terms of cost 
and public acceptance for the foresee­ 
able future. 
The tyranny of the motorcar has reach­ 
ed its ultimate end in Los Angeles. It 
rules life. Daily 4,000,000 cars, accord­ 
ing to Fuller, race up and down the 
freeways that slash through every part 
of the 4,000 square miles of Los An­ 
geles County. They burn 8,000,000 gal­ 
lons of gasoline every 24 hours. 
This contributes 76 per cent of the 
carbon monixide in the air, more than 
half the hydrocarbons, most of the ever- 
increasing volume of the nitrogen oxides 
— one of the most deadly poisons — and 
most of the lead. What the Angelenos 
breathe is not air but a rather sinister 
chemical mixture in which oxygen is 
more and more in short supply. 
One may well ask why, in view of the 
tryanny of king auto, the voters recent­ 
ly turned down a bond issue to build a 
mass transit system. Given the fantas­ 
tic sprawl or more than 70 separate 
go/erning units in the county, it may 
have seemed impossible to organize such 
a system short of a cost in billions 
rather than millions. Nevertheless, there 
are signs of revolt against the tryanny 
and the spoliation of the environment. 
The California Senate passed a law 
prohibiting the use of the gasoline-pow- 
ered internal 
combustion engine after 
1975. While the bill was killed in the 
Assembly, it stood as a symbol of the 
revolt. Gradually the big 3 motor manu­ 
facturers 
in 
Detroit, 
having re­ 
sisted emission devices costing money 
and slowing the assembly line, are real­ 
izing they must move. 
ror the first time those who follow 
these matters see a split developing be­ 
tween the motor manufacturers and the 
big 
oil companies. Hitherto they have 
stood together, comprising probably the 
most powerful economic-political bloc in 
the nation, and with the highway lobby 
a force that can move mountains, both 
literally and figuratively. Now hints are 
coming from the auto side that different 
and-or improved fuels could eliminate 
much of the pollution. Fuller says that 
natural gas, which he insists can be 
used in present motors, will do the trick. 
Los Angeles is far from alone in fac­ 
ing the smog-traffic threat. Estimates 
of the traffic buildup between 1960 and 
1980 are horrendous. In Los Angeles and 
Houston it will be almost tripled in two 
decades. In Chicago and Washington it 


will be nearly doubled. The cities are al­ 
ready strangling in jams at the present 
traffic level. 
Nothing short of federal action setting 
emission standards for the manufactur­ 
ers will suffice. The handwriting is on 
the wall. Congressman Leonard Farb- 
stein of New York has a bill inthe House 
of Representatives barring the internal 


combustion engine, short of the highest 
emission standards, after 1978. Offered 
as an amendment to the Clear Air Act, 
it got 22 votes. That cloud on the hori­ 
zon promises to grow ever larger as 
people come to realize smog is not an 
inevitable part of the natural order.
